In this column, your editors will endevor to place articles of* interest and 
use to the readers of this prodigious publication. In this vein, articles about 
Diplomacy and the status of the countries will be on the agenda, of which the following. 

;.s most of the readers of this might know, Diplomacy is a fame in which 
seven countries, each played by one player, vie for control of the European- continent . 
The game, is a politico-military one, with skills in both departements beinp recuired. 
The saves countries. are: Sustria-Hungary, England, France, Germany, Italy, nussia, 
^ and Turkey. Each Cfuntry starts the game with 3 or more forces, thses being a 

combination of armies and navies. Certain spaces on the playing board are designated 
supply centers, ana contain a black dot. One center is needed to support one force, 
t^us the more supply centers one accumulates, the more armies and. navies he can build. 
The military pieces are manoevered over the board according- to a very brief and 
concise set of rules. The object of the game is to accumulate supt.1v centers, and 
thus build mure ffrces, until one player has the majority of the pieces on the 
board. Since there are only 34 supply centers, on the ..board,, conflict must 
inevitably arise amoungst the varifus powers. Hbwever, Diplomacy is t"he bbc name 
or the game, this meaning that the idea is not tf make instant war on all of your 
neighbours at once, £ach country-has at least two immediate neighbours.) Each 
country has its own variation *f the basic theme, which is to make pacts, or 
alliances with one or m#re ff ytur neighbours in order to more quickly subdue 
•nother neighbouring country. 

Pacts thus made are sometimes broken, the' reason for this heing that only 
one rlayer can win the ~amo, and everybody else has to lose ,(alth»uph some people 
attach importance to the order of losing) . This breaking of a pact er alliance is 
commonly known as the "backstab" §r simply a "stab". There are various ty^e.s and 
degrees of backstab that could be enlarged upon, but the wa y 1 see it, a stab is a 
sWb, no matter hfw you twist the. knife, or how you stick it in. It can be seen that 
a game of Diplfmacy could become pretty cut-throatish, but" generally this daes not 
occur with the abandon that it could, mainly because a Diplomacy player likes to 
have a. good reputation for future games. 

That is about the basics of the game. Next: issue-, J- will start on the 
strategies of the various countries. (!- very touchy subject, because everybody
